Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): In the Status of the Claims statement, appellant notes 
that cliams 1, 2, 6, 7, 9-14 and 32-35 are pending and adds a footnote that although the Office Action refers to claims 36 and 37, this is in 
error as claims 36 and 37 have not been presented in the case. Appellants attention is directed to the amendment filed 8 July 2005 where 
an amendment was filed adding claims 32-37. 

In the Status of Amendments statement, appellant states that the appendix reflects the amendments submitted, but not yet entered. This is 
incorrect. The claims presented in the appendix still contain the spelling errors corrected by the amendment after final.
